hae  brought  us  to  our  Anniversary,  and  in 
presenting  this,  the  thirty-nei'rnth  annual 
roport  of  the  Bloomfield  Auxiliary  Society 
of  the  Newark  Orphan  Asylum  Association 
It  may  seeiu  to  some,  that  for  the  number 
of  yearsjwe  have  t>een  an  organization, 
but  a  limited  amount  of  jgood  has  been  ac- 
-  mplished.  The  work  has  gone  on  from 
year  to  year  in  a  quiet  and  unostentatious 
manner,  without  any  show,  but  with,  an 
earnest  z*»al  which  has  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Master,  we  doubt  not,  l»een  well  pleasing, 
and  He  has  prospered  our  efforts  During 
these  years  30  or  more  children  have  been 
provided  with  a  Christian  home  in  the 
Newark  Asylum,  and  a  Home  it  really  is, 
where  every  influence  is  on  the  side  of 
t  bristianity.  and  kindness  and  love  reign 
supreme.  One  has  but  to  look  in  upon  the 
happy  smiling  faces  of  thb  little  ones  to 
kne>w  they  are  well  anti  happy.  Of  this 
uum  er  some  have  been  called  from  their 
earthly  to  their  heavenly  home,  a  large 
uumler  have  been  adopted  in  families,  or 
left  the  institution  as  the  time  for  their 
stay  has  expired,  and  we  have  at  present 
%  but  three  left 'in  the  Asylum,  the  children 
of  William  Senior,  Fernando  Wood,  John 
Howard  and  Katie  L.  Senior,  all  of  whom 
are  in  good  health  and  much  improved  in 
manners  and  general  deportment  sinee 
they  have  been  under  our  care. 

Our  work  during  the  past  year  has  not 
beeu  signalized  by  any  special  efforts.  Tire 
children  from  the  Newark  Asylum,  70 
in  iiomber,  together  with  their  matron* 
teachers  and  friends  were  given  their  an¬ 
nual  picnic  at  Peasant  Grove  on  the  17th 
nf  June.  It  was  an  occasion  which  will 
long  be  remembered  by  the  little  ones. 
It  Is  a  bright  spot  id  their  lives,  and  a 
time  to  which  they  look  forward  from 
year  to  year.  The 'children  were  also 
very  kindly  remembered  at  Christmas. 
Through  the  effort*  of  our  worthy  1st  Di 
redress,  Mrs.  R.  N,  Dodd,  a  veiy  nice  box 
was  prepared  for  them,  filled  with  turkeys, 
meats,  fruits,  cakCB,  pies,  etc.,  which  were 
the  gift  of  a  few  friends,  also  a  donation 
of  money  from  our  managers.  A  visit  of  a 
few  of  the  managers  to  the  Asylum  on 
Friday  the  day  before  Christmas,  when  the 
children  had  their  Christmas  tree  and 
gifts  distributed,  bad  their  hearts  gladden¬ 
ed  as  well  as  did  the  children,  in  seeing 
the  little  ones  made  so  happy.  Our  town 
is  divided  in  districts  which  are  visited 
each  year  fu  June,  when  every  resident  is 
supposed  to  be  called  upon  to  give  a  do¬ 
nation  to  this  worthy  object,  one  that 
touches  every  heart,  the  orphau  child. 

During  the  month  of  January  we  have 
been  -s  ailed  to  part  with  one  of  our  very 
efficient  workers.  Mrs:  Clara  Sv  Peck.  Shft 
was  not  a  member  of  our  board  of  mana¬ 
gers.  but  a  worker  in  theS-wiety  neverthe¬ 
less,  and  we  shall  (Dias  Iter  -lulling  face, 
willing  hands  and  encouraging  words,  but 
we  know  she  has  gone  to  her  reward  on 
high,  and  to  Join  a  large  number  of  our 
band  who  have  gone  on  *  before.  Mr. 
dames  G.  MofTet,  one  of  the  life  members 
lor  many  years  and  a  liberal  contributor, 
also  Mrs.  Emma  C.  Kipp,  a  lover  of  the 
w.  .rk  leave  passed  away  withk)  a  few  weeks, 
liavrfwe  tuot,  dear  readers,  an  incentive 
for  still  more  faithful  work  while  we  have 
the  opportunity'?
